Va (AP) 
A tornado spawned by tropical 
storm Gracie ripped through th# 
community of Ivy just west of 
here Wednesday and took at least 
seven lives. 
Police said throe other persons 
also may have been killed, and

were injured in the tornado, sec­ 
ond of two which hit the commu­ 
nity in the afternoon. 
All the six known victims were 
believed to have been inside two 
houses which collapsed under the 
assault of the tornado on the faim 
of W. E. Lindsay They were dead 
on arrival at University Hospital.

miles from here but were ham­ 
pered by high water from torren­ 
tial rains which blocked portions 
of U.S. 250 West.

FRED ERIC K <AP-Gov. Taw- 
fs said Wednesday the State of 
Maryland is in ‘ reasonably eood 
financial condition’’ and not faced 
with a budgetary crisis. 
‘‘While it is much too early to 
present details of the revenue and 
^spending program for the next fis* 
cal year.” Tawes told a luncheon 
meeting of the Frederick Rotary 
Club. "it can be said that the 
prospects look good." 
About 
two 
hours 
before 
his 
speech, the governor concluded a 
conference with legislative leaders 
to discuss a proposed special ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly to 
give Baltimore City expanded tax­ 
ing powers 
With the city about 14 million 
dollars short in balancing the i960 
budget. Mayor .J 
Harold Grady 
requested the special session Taw­ 
es is not experted to decide on 
the request until Thursday 
As for the state. Tawes told his 
audience he thinks Maryland's tax 
structure is sound and stable 
“ We have been able to achieve 
a good balance between taxes on 
business and taxes on Individ­ 
uals.” he said, "and we also have 
been able to attain an equilibrium 
of taxes on high incomes and tax­ 
es on low incomes. 
The governor said with an up­ 
swing in the economy, the state 
ended the fiscal year June 30 with 
a 104 million dollar surplus that 
“ probably will be substantially in­ 
creased by June JO. iwfio ” 
Rut he warned that "if we be­ 
come too elated and yield to the 
temptation of spending too much. 
we might find ourselves bewailing 
our woes a few years from now.” 
When surplus funds are treated 
as current revenues, Tawes said, 
the level of government spending 
is increased to a degree that 
eventually new taxes will have to 
be imposed to support new pro­ 
grams 
The Democratic governor said 
surplus funds were spent in such 
a way in the State budgets of 1957 
and 1958 »under Republican Gov. 
Theodore R McKeldm1. 
“ When the General Assembly 
convened in 1958 «the first under 
Tawes • to consider a budget for 
the 1959 fiscal year,” Tawes said. 
“ it found that the 26 million dollar 
surplus it had had in 1956 had 
vanished and that it faced a 40 
million 
dollar 
deficit 
between 
hudget requirements and the reve­ 
nue estimates. 
"The recession had hit, boom- 
year surpluses had disappeared 
and there was nothing left to do 
but raise taxes.” 
Tawes said the state should be 
prepared for slumps in the econo­ 
my because its revenues are syn­ 
chronized to the economy, He said 
that's why his administration is 
endeavoring to develop long-range 
fiscal planning

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'W hat Parents Want 
Of Their Schools 


What parents expect of the public schools 
has been the subject of a three-year study by 
the Connecticut Association of Public School 
Superintendents. 
The results showed widespread objection to 
overloading the schools with functions and ser­ 
vices that should be the responsibility of the 
home and the church. 
Most parents said they want the schools to 
provide solid courses in English, mathematics, 
science, history and other social studies, and 
foreign language, in that order. 
By happy coincidence, agreement on what 
the schools should teach has come from an edu­ 
cator. Dr. John H. Fischer, dean of Columbia 
University's Teachers College, told New Jersey s 
school superintendents at their annual conven­ 
tion that schools should provide a solid program. 
His list coincides with that of the parents. In 
stressing the fundamentals, Dr. Fischer warned 
against allowing students to follow the path of 
least resistance by taking snap elective courses. 
What the parents want the schools to do is to 
educate their children, not try to teach them life- 
adjustment or assume responsibility for their 
moral training or personality development. 
If some school systems have gone beyond 
their appropriate function, the reason may be 
that they found too many cases where the homes 
had not done their part.

Deductible Truths 


It would seem a i though Representative Charles 
0. 
Porter of Oregon has raised an issue which worries 
some businessmen because they wonder whether those 
in American management have become secondary 
citizens with limited rights. For instance, the United 
Steel Workers of America takes full page advertise­ 
ments in newspapers across the country to set forth 
the point of view of the management of that union. 
(In the other hand, when a corporation advertises its 
^ i c w s on current questions, particularly such as affect 
its business, along comes a Congressman as Porter 
and criticizes the corporation for undue expenditure 
of its funds. 


Are the corporation* to be silent when their 
businesses are being destroyed? I have before me 
a very interesting letter addressed to Porter by . 
Walter S. Johnson of the American Forest Products 
Corporation. 
I think that this paragraph should 
he given wide circulation because it faces up to a 
situation which neither corporation management 
nor labor management can much longer ignore: 


“Out here on the Pacific Coast we are kept fairly 
well informed because in this age of rapid communi­ 
cations and transportation we are only minutes behind 
Washington, D. C. From my office window we look 
down upon the docks of San Francisco and see 
numerous ships from foreign lands arriving with 
imports. 
A substantial number of these are from 
Japan, Holland. Denmark. Sweden and other countries 
bringing imports in greater quantity as the months go 
by. 
Those from Germany bring Volkswagens by the 
shiploads and Japan sends tremendous quantities of 
merchandise of all sorts. Of course, the score board is 
what counts and the last reports I saw indicated ex­ 
ports are now falling a little behind imports. 
In other 
words, a few years back our exports substantially ex­ 
ceeded imports but the lines have crossed according to 
the charts and imports are increasing while exports are 
slowly dwindling away as of July I of this year. These 
figures do not include the many millions our citizens 
spend abroad as tourists and if this was added the 
situation would be still more alarming ” 
Possibly Representative Porter would say that if 
American industry is not efficient, it deserves to lase 
its markets. 
But the question is not one of efficiency. 
It is taxes, high wages, inflation and a generally dif­ 
ficult economic situation. 
Walter S. Johnson answers 
the question this way: 


. . the United States unlike other countries is 
faced with growing taxes, but I do find the statement 
that each year taxes take more of industries’ dollars 
and certainly there is nothing spurious about that. The 
(Union Oil Company* advertisement shows we are 
pricing ourselves out of world markets and if we do 
not stay competitive it is the sam e thing as pricing our­ 
selves out of our jobs 
If Japan can land steel on the 
Pacific Coast at $20.00 a ton cheaper than American 
mills, if Belgium can bring steel up the St. Lawrence 
to Cleveland $20 OO cheaper, if oil companies can build 
tankers in Japan at great savings in cost over Amer­ 
ican shipyards, if Japan can buy logs in the Philip­ 
pines, take to Japan and make into plywood and ship 
to the United States cheaper than we can make ply­ 
wood from our own native woods, if Monroe Calculat­ 
ing. Royal Typewriter, and Remington-Rand can build 
office equipment in Europe and ship to the United 
Stat es cheaper than it can be manufactured here, we 
have something to worry about . . J* 


The fact of the matter is that American com* 
panies are finding it economical to manufacture 
▼ abroad, particularly for world markets. 
Instead 
of using American labor and American materials, 
instead of paying taxes to the government of the 
I nited States or to states or municipalities, they 
erect 
factories 
in 
foreign 
countries, 
exporting 
American capital for that purpose. 
They cannot 
compete any other way. 


It is fatuous for Congressman Porter to apply the 
19th century free trade concepts concerning the Open 
Market to a world in which the markets have become 
closed by government fiat. 
The principal sufferer of 
the Closed Market will be the American worker who is 
forced to live in a war economy or face unemployment 
because he is out-pricing himself in both world and 
home markets. 
American steel is now out-priced. 
Management can export capital: what can the indivi­ 
dual worker export when he is stuck with this kind of 
a situation** 
He can't export his job.

should not discount Khrushchev's 
statements

2. That the Soviet government

than capitalism. 
When Khrushchev said. in his 
farewell statement, that today's

No Material Change In West Berlin Situation 


WASHINGTON - Personal dip­ 
lomacy — the 
informal 
parley 
between 
President 
Eisenhower 
and Nikita Khrushchev—has left 
in its wake a number of equi­ 
vocal statements which indicate 
that the situation with respect 
to West Berlin has not materially 
changed from what it was in 
November 1958. 
At that time 
the Soviet government announced 
that it would 
not tolerate in­ 
definitely the presence of Allied 
troops in West Berlin. 
While there is no time limit on 
how long the Allied troops may 
stay in West Berlin, the Soviet 
government 
has by no means 
renounced its firm intention to 
press 
for the early departure 
of the 
troops of the 
Western 
Allies from Wesi Berlin. 
This 
“ultimatum” or form of duress 
has never been withdrawn 
The 
formal 
statement 
issued 
last 
Sunday afternoon after the Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchev meeting says: 
“With respect to the specific 
Berlin question, an understanding 
was reached, subject to the ap­ 
proval 
of 
the 
other 
parties 
directly concerned, that negotia­ 
tions would be reopened with a 
view 
to 
achieving 
a 
solution 
which would be in accordance 
with the interests of all concern­ 
ed and in the interest of the 
maintenance of peace.” 
President Eisenhower, who up 
to this time has insisted that 
there must be definite progress 
before there can he a “summit” 
conference, now says there are 
evidences of such progress. He 
told 
his 
press 
conference 
on 
Monday: 
“The conditions I have set so 
far. so far as I am concerned, 
I mean the conversations have. 
so far as I am personally con­ 
cerned. 
removed many of the 
objections that I have heretofore 
held: but again this is a matter 
for negotiation and consultation 
with our allies. 
And. as I say. 
the progress that is made is. I 
can say that we have to con­ 
sider. as long as we are going 
to negotiate, that there is pro­ 
gress because we are not on an 
impasse.”

Soviet Premier Khrushchev has 
insisted all along that there has 
never been any “impasse.” Here 
in chronological order are some 
of

On November 27, 1958, at a 
press conference in Moscow, the 
Soviet Premier said: 
“In my opinion you are correct 
in concluding

“I say this, of course, with a 
reservation: we will observe the 
norms established by the occupa­ 
tion regime during the stipulated 
period on condition 
that other 
countries take no prevocational 
steps 
which 
would 
jeopardize 
peace.” 
On January 31, 1959. Foreign 
Minister Gromyko said: 
“If it (the Berlin question) is 
not solved on the basis of agree­ 
ment—and our country is striving 
sincerely 
for 
this — the 
Soviet 
Union will. on the basis of agree­ 
ment with the German Demo­ 
cratic Republic (East Germany), 
carry 
out 
definite 
p l a n n e d 
measures respecting Berlin—and 
let no one have any illusions 
about it." 
On March 5. 1959. in a speech 
at the Leipzig Fair. Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev said: 
“The signing of a peace treaty 
with the German Democratic Re­ 
public 
(East 
Germany) 
would 
also settle the question of West 
Berlin. . . . 
“At 
the 
signing 
of 
such 
a 
treaty, all the existing occupa­ 
tion statutes pertaining to Berlin 
will become null and void. The 
German 
Democratic 
Republic 
government 
will 
then exercise 
full sovereignty over its terri­ 
tory.” 
On March 19. 1959, at a press 


conference 
in 
Moscow, 
Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev said; 
“Since the note which contain­ 
ed our proposal for the normali­ 
zation of the Berlin situation was 
sent on November 27, 1958, the 
six-month period expires on May 
27 of this year. 
But this is not 
an ultimatum, it is a tentative 
date.” 
On June 7, 1959. Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev, in answering 
som e of the questions of the 
press in Hungary, said: 
“Some people are saying that 
there apparently is an impasse' 
in 
the work of the 
(Geneva) 
conference; even the word ‘crisis’ 
is used. 
I think that those who 
do not want an easing of inter­ 
national tension are using these 
terms ” 
On June 19, 1959. Soviet Pre­ 
mier 
Khrushchev 
in 
a 
public 
speech in Moscow said: 
“ lf they (the Western powers) 
consider our proposals a threat, 
we can only take pride in such 
a ‘threat' because it does honor 
to our state as an exponent of 
peace. 
Yes. we intend to con­ 
clude a German peace treaty. 
One would have to be ill-used 
by nature, devoid of all normal 
intellectual faculties, to condemn 
such intentions and such wishes. 
“Consequently any slur to the 
effect that the Soviet proposals 
are 
an 
ultimatum, 
that 
they 
brought on a crisis at the Geneva 
conference, or the like. has come 
about obviously because our pro­ 
posals have struck home, they 
show the real way to a relaxing 
of 
tension 
in 
the 
center 
of 
Europe and to the liquidation of 
a dangerous hotbed for future 
conflicts.” 
On August 5. 1959. at about 
the time an announcement was 
made that the Soviet 
Premier 
was planning to visit the United 
States, he said to the press in 
Moscow: 
“ If we appraise the present 
state 
of 
affairs 
realistically, 
there Is obviously no hope in the 
near 
future that 
the 
German 
Democratic 
Republic 
and 
the 


Federal German 
Republic will 
be unified into a single state. 
Therefore, we must proceed from 
the 
reality, that 
is. 
from 
the 
fact that two German states now 
exist. 
If the present situation 
in Germany is considered intelli­ 
gently and a way is found to 
reach agreement on this chief 
issue, then the question of West 
Berlin will easily be settled 
“The conclusion 
of a 
peace 
treaty with Germany or the two 
German states will at the same 
time be a settlement of the Ber­ 
lin question, since Berlin is sit­ 
uated on the territory 
of 
the 
German 
Democratic 
Republic 
(East Germany*, one of the two 
German states.”

Administration, we are far be­ 
hind Russia in launching satel­ 
lites; and according to W'ernher 
von Braun, the famed German 


scientist, it will take us several 
years to catch up. 
3. Hydroelectric Power — Ac­ 
cording 
to the 'Senate 
Interior 
Committee. Russia has built five 
hydroelectric power project* far 
bigger than our biggest, Grand 
Coulee Dam. 
4. Aviation—Not only w as Rus­ 
sia the first to fly a jet passenger 
plane to the United States, but 
our air intelligence tells us that 
she is ahead of us in combat sir 
strength. 
The further fact is that Russia 
is catching up with us in the 
following: 
1. Education—The U. S. Office 
of Education brought back from 
Moscow an amazing report of 
progress in Russian schools and 
teaching. The report was sup­ 
pressed for one whole year. Al­ 
together it was a total of three 
years late. It bore out what John 
Kennedy, publisher of the Sioux 
Falls (S. D.) Argus-Leader and 
ex-Sen. William Benton of Con­ 
nect icue had warned the United 
States three years before 
2. Medicine — American doc­ 
tors visiting Moscow report that 
in som e respects Russian medi­ 
cal science is abreast or e v 'n 
ahead of ours.

That is the challenge Nikita 
Khrushchev has laid down, and 
that is the most important mean­ 
ing of his visit.

American Motors

The “shudda-had 'em ” stock of 
this year’s market is America 
Motors. 
In the last year the shares 
multiplied in value nearly eight 
times—going from $8 to $62 75. 
Two years ago its low was $5 25. 
While 
American 
Motors 
has 
been making new highs almost 
daily, the general market has 
been down and up — hut mostly 
down. On one day when Ameri­ 
can Motors was making a new 
high, shares of 279 Big Board 
listed companies were selling at 
new lows for the year. 
The rise in American Motors 
popularity — both in the market 
of car buyers as well as that of 
investors — shows better than 
anything what a well run small 
company can do in this land of 
free enterprise. It is particularly 
striking during this visit of Rus­ 
sia’s No. I Communist — Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
There is no business as com­ 
petitive as automobiles. Yet, the 
relatively small American Mo­ 
tors has staged one of the great­ 
est comebacks in any industry. 
It had an idea and it translated 
that into a good product — and 
excellent small car — and then it 
merchandised it. 
So 
successful 
has 
been 
the 
American Motors “experiment” 
that the Big Three of the industry 
are bringing out this year small­ 
er models. 
The big fellows fol­ 
low the little fellow. 
This means increased competi­ 
tion for American Motors, but 
that prospect is currently being 
brushed aside by investors — in­ 
cluding the biggest mutual fund 
which sold its Standard Oil of 
N.J. shares and bought American 
Motors. 


While the rise in American Mo­ 
tors has brought cheer to many 
a small investor, there is one 
large financial operator who isn t 
happy. 
He is Louis E. Wolfson. 
the Floridan, who for a time cut 
a wide swath along the byways 
of finance. 
The colossal wrong guess of 
this market was that of Wolfson. 
He bought three years ago 430,- 
000 American Motors shares at 
an average price of $7. 
He made his purchase with a 
lot of fanfare and indicated that 
he was going to move in and 
really make it something. One 
thing he was going to do was to 
make something of the company’s 
then big tax loss carry forward 
— $38 million. 
Wolfson let it be known that one 
of the things he would consider 
as the largest individual share­ 


owner in the company was liqui­ 
dation of its then unprofitable 
motor car business. 
Wolfson forced the company fo 
accept two of his representatives 
as directors — Martin Segal of 
Jacksonville and William A Shea, 
then counsel for Wolfson'* Mer- 
ritt-Chapman Scott. Shea is now 
active 
in organizing the 
third 
baseball league. 
With these two representatives 
on the board Wolfson should have 
had a fairly good idea as to the 
progress the company was mak­ 
ing under George Romney. 
To 
wake a long story short, Wolfson 
missed the facts and figures. For 
he not only liquidated his and his 
family’s holdings of 430.000 shares 
but went short at an average 
price of $11. 
Wolfson and his group were 
short 172.400 shares. 
They ran 
afoul of the SEC, when a spokes­ 
man for Wolfson announced to the 
press he — Wolfson — was a 
“quarter of the way hom e” in 
selling out his position in the 
company. 
Actually, 
his 
entire 
holdings had been sold and he 
and his group had gone short. 
Wolfson covered part of his 
short 
position 
right 
after 
the 
“quarter of the way home" story 
broke. 
The SEC stepped in and 
blocked for a time covering of the 
balance. 
Wolfson made around $1,720,000 
on the sale of his 430.000 shares 
and lost almost as much on his 
short sales. 
If Wolfson had held on to his 
stock and hadn’t gone short he 
would 
have 
made around 
$24 
million at today’s prices on his in­ 
vestment. 
All he had to do was 
to hold his stock and let George 
Romney run the company. 
That was a costly wrong guess 
— $24 million. 
Instead of selling out American 
Motors and going short, he would 
have done better to have sold 
out his controlling Merritt-Chap- 
man & Scott shares and held 
American 
Motors. 
The

Motors at $7 a share, Merritt- 
Chapman had a range of $23.374 
high and a low of $17.87*se.
